Under the law, no descendant beyond a 
great-grandchild can gue for any damage 
done to the estate of an ancestor. 

Mme. Lillian Nordica, whose family name 
was Norton, is one of the claimants for the 
money, and recently announced that she 
would file suit to recover her share of the 
amount if Congress did not appropriate 
money for the discharge of the debt. 

Ichabod Norton was killed by a British 
soldier while molding bullets in one of the 
closing battles of the war for indepen- 
dence. His ships, which had made him one 
of the wealthiest navigators in the colon- 
ies, had been destroyed by the French, Jeav- 
ing him impoverished. 

According to the family history in Mrs. 
Ogborn’s possession, Ichabod Norton left 
but one child, a son, Birdsey. He left two 
sons and three daughters, all of whom dled, 
leaving children.

LONDON, April 15.—England, staggering 
under the great cost of the Boer war, is 
asked by the government to revert to a 
protective tariff on grain and flour, the 
“people’s food,’’ to provide money to fill 
its emptying treasury. 

The country has not yet recovered from 
the astonishment the request caused and 
there is not a thinking man in England 
today who does not recall the prophetic 
threat of Paul Kruger concerning the ter- 
rible price that Great Britain would pay 
for the subjugation of his little republic. 

The threatened reversion to a protective 
tariff has aroused England more than any 
other event of the war, to the extreme se- 
riousness of the situation and comments 
of the uselessness of the struggle are heard 
on every hand. 

The work of Cobden for the abolition of 
the corn laws is undone and his followers 
say the hand on the dial plate of progress 
has been turned back 50 years. 

The effort to conceal the protective tariff 
under “a registration duty on wheat and 
flour’’ has not deceived the public. They 
see it as the return of taxation upon their 
foodstuffs. 

Joseph Chamberlain is charged with re- 
sponsibility for the tax, his purpose being 
to put the government in a position to 
grant special privileges to the colonies. It 
8s known that grest pressure was brought 
to bear on Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, the 
chancellor of the exchequer, before he con- 
sented to put that item in his budget. 

The public is asking why, if the tax was 
to be laid, it was not proppsed for sugar, 
coffee, tobacco, beer, wine or tea, instead 


of for bread. 

The oanae* shows that the condition of 

England's finances is appalling. he cost 
of the war for three years has been $800,- 
441,900. The deficit for 1902-03 is estimated 
at $225,000.00. The national debt is now 
$3,739, 030,000. 
In additicn to the tax on bread, which 
means an impost of six cents on 112 pounds 
of grain or flour imported, an income tax 
of 30 cents on each $5 is proposed. 

The government says it asks )expenses 
for the war for another year, because, al- 
though peace appears to be near, the best 
way to insure it is to be ready to con- 
tinue the war. The funds will be used, it 
is said, to repair the losses in the Trans- 
vaal and to restock the Boer farms if 
peace is declared. 

The virtual resurrection of the old corn 

laws has given the Liberal party an issue 
upon which it can unite its factions. 
Sir William Vernon-Harcourt saw this 
at once and followed the chancellor of the 
exchequer with an arraignment of protec- 
tion and a ringing declaration against tax- 
ng the people's food. 

he government leader, A. J. Balfour, 
replving to a question in the House of 
Commons today, announced that the minis- 
ters had no information to impart on the 
subject of the South African peace negotia- 
tions, nor, under the circumstances, could 
any information be imparted at the present 
stage of the negotiations. The govern- 
ment, Mr. Balfour added, would immedi- 
ately inform Parliament of the fact when 
they had any news to communicate,

DANISH POLITICS MIXED.

The islands have been administered 
virtually as a crown colony for the past 30 
years. the revenues being tucked into the 
public chest in Denmark. During that pe-

But the lower 
house of the Rigsdag has been controll 
by the Liberals, and as the result has been 
that year afier year the. regular budgets 
have been rejected and affairs have been 
carried on under provisional budgets which 
the king s power to authorize. The an- 
nual debits of the Danish West Indies have 
therefore not been authorized by the Danish 
Rigsdag, and have accumulated to about 
$3,600,000" The last two Conservative minis- 
ties were anxious to sel] the isiands in or- 
der to secure the money to wipe out these 
debits without appying to the Rigsdag. 
But last year the iberals carried the 
elections in the lower house so overwhelm- 
in ly that the king was obliged to appoint 
iberal ministry, the first the kingdom 
bea had for 40 vears. The Liberals were 
anxious to consummate the sale for eco- 
nomic reasons, while «he Conservatives, out 
of the box, are opposing it on so-called pa- 
triotic grounds, but really in order to make 
the question a failure in the hands of the 
Liberals.

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THE NEUTRALITY QUESTION 


All the facts concerning the purchase and shipment of horses | 
and mules by the British government at Lathrop, Mo., and Port |! 
Chalmette, La., have been made public by the Post-Dispatch. 
Special correspondents were sent to both places and their fe- 
ports were the first authentic and complete news of the vast 
transactions in mules and horses conducted by British army 
officers in this country for the British government. 

The weight of testimony inclines to the conclusion that the 
British government nas maintained war supply depots at both 
points and that British officers have supervised the purchase, 
handling and shipment of horses and mules, most of which were 
sent direct to South Africa for use in the Boer war.
